funeral Yesterday Under Auspices of 
United Order of the floldeo 
Cross. 

Tuesday evening shortly after 
0 o'clock, the appalling news 
spread like wildfire over our city 
that Mr. J. W. Day, the mine 
foreman of No. 0 mine, had met 
his death by falling under a trip 
of empty cars. The sad tidings 
were flashed over the wires to 
friends and relatives, and in a 
short time hundreds of people 
were informed of his unexpected 
death. His wife was absent from 
home visiting friends in Hop- 
kinsville, but the awful news 
soon reached her, and she re- 
turned on the first train to a 
home unexpectedly made deso- 
late. Early next morning a jury 
was impanelled by Esquire Bisk, 
who viewed the remains, heard 
the evidence and returned the 
following verdict : 

We the Jury agree and And that 
the deceased. J. W. Day came to his 
de» th on the evening of September 
36, 1900, by falling beneath a train of 
bank cars ; said falling most likely 
being Induced by heart trouble, for 
which he had been treated for some- 
time by local physicians.

The funeral was conducted un- 
der the auspices of the United 
Order of the Golden Cross. The 
Rev. J. F. Story made an impres- 
sive talk at the home of the de- 
ceased to a large audience of 
relative* and friends, after 
which the remains were con- 
signed to their last resting place 
in the Earlington cemetery, fol- 
lowed by a vast concourse of sor- 
rowing ones. 

Mr. Day was born January, 
1848, near Hamby Station in 
Hopkins county and lived within 
the confines of the county all his 
life. He was the third of four 
children and a brother to the well 
known Jack Day, lately deceased. 
On December '_»«, 1866, he was 
united in marriage to Miss Fan- 
nie Hamby, with whom he lived 
happily until his decease. He 
was an exemplary member of the 
Christian Church from his eigh- 
teenth year, and although de- 
cided in his views he was free 
from bigotry or strenous sectari- 
anism. 

For fourteen years and one 
month he had fully discharged 
every arduous duty pertaining to 
the foremanship of the nU*t im- 
portant mine in the Western coal 
field to the satisfaction of the 
management and the praise and 
content of those under his cou- 
trol. His official place will be 
hard to supply, and as a citizen, 
neighbor and friend, he leaves 
behind an aching void, never to 
be filled while his memory lasts. 

He was a charter and an active 
member of the Golden Cross, in 
which order he carried a policy 
of $2,000. At one time in life 
he was an Odd Fellow, but had

Responsibility for the Strike. 

The strike so long threatened 
in the anthracite regions lias be- 



come a fact, and a power of a 
few men, all perfectly irrespon- 
sible, to throw thousands of peo- 
ple out of employment if fully 
iplified. This is a fearful 
responsibility to be shouldered 
by a few men drawn from the 
laboring ranks North and South. 
Not only are thousands of men 
idle and not gaining their liveli- 
hood, but millions of dollars of 
capital is deprived of its earning 
power, and the leader of a labor 
is shown to be more abso- 
lute than any monarchist coun- 
try in Europe. Of course it is 
understood and known that 
formal application for leave to 
strike had been received from 
nd placed before the exe- 
boardof the U, M. W. of 
A., but it is not believed that it 
represented the wishes of the 
majority of the miners, who 
realizing from *40 to $70 a 
month. How is it with the 
operators who have their capital 
nvested in these properties? 
Few, if any, are paying dividends 
and yet the strikers want and 
expect capital to employ them 
at enhanced wages and continue 
make absolute losses instead 
of gains. For years the wage 
scale has been the same, and yet 
the price of anthracite to the 
middleman, distributor and con- 
sumer has steadily receded. 
Therefore it will be readily 
understood why the majority of 
the men did not want to strike. 
The men, as a whole, are really 
better circumstanced than they 
were 25 years ago, and in a gen- 
eral way they realize it. Again, 
there is an entire lack of sympa- 
thy among the store-keepers, 
clergy and others. The mercan- 
tile community, as a rule, 
champions the cause of the miner 
when evidence of a convincing 
chaTacter is shown that the men 
are right, which in this case is 
wanting. Furthermore, the 
union leaders formulated de- 
mands which they had even- 
reason to believe would not be 
considered, much less granted 
such short order, and they must 
therefore be made to shoulder 
great responsibility of this strike, 
which it is hardly necessary to 
say, could have been avoided had 
the executive of the" union ex- 
ercised greater tact and conserv- 
tism. It will be hoping against 
hope, to expect that as the strike 
proceeds there will be no law- 
lessness, if there is it, the trou- 
ble must be sponsored by the 
union leaders. — Black Diamond.

Operator. Define Situation in Anthracite 
Fields. 

The September letter of the 
anthracite Coal Operators' Asso- 
ciation, New York, issued last 
Friday, has the following to say 
in regard to the labor situation 
at the mines in Pennsylvania: 
"If the miners were really an un- 
paid and oppressed body of men 
there might be an excuse for the 
existence of such an organization 
as this union. But they are not. 
To be a good miner requires in- 
telligence, and this is synony- 
mous with independence. Such 
a miner can, in the small number 
of hours he is underground, earn 
more money per hour with less 
physical exertion than any other 
class of skilled labor in the coun- 
try. It is not by any means un- 
usual for a good miner in the 
anthracite region to make net 
earning of $4 with six or seven 
hours' work, and do it continu- 
ously if he chooses to work. 

"The coal labor difficulties 
never begin with the skilled 
miner. But the lazy and care- 
less man who will work only long 
enough to give himself a bare 
living, will shout at any gather- 
ing where fiery elocution de- 
nounces work — good, plain, hon- 
est work— -*as something which 
the evil one has created it the 
express instigation of capital. 
No employer, more particularly 
no mine owner, who wishes to 
secure an income from his in- 
vestment and personal labor can 
afford to underpay his employes. 
Such a thing more than any 
other would develop carelessness, 
and this in mine or manufactory 
is disastrous."

Bishop Alexander Walters of 
New Jersey. President of the 
Afro-American I'nion, in hia ad- 
dress It the Methodist Church 
laat evening, summed up the 
remedy for the "race problem'*

THE INTERPRETATION.

Those first In- 
vited were the Jews, and those urged 
later to attend the gentiles. The serv- 
ants who first gave- the Invitation were 
the Old Testament prophets. The last 
servant was Christ Himself. 

THE APPLICATION. 

Tills parable teaches us most forci- 
bly that our excuses are foolish and 
will not stand. The excuses offered by 
the invited gueso in this parable are 
the strongest that man can offer. They 
were not light and trivial worldly af- 
fairs, but the press of business, the ob- 
ligations of borne ties, the most sacred 
human obligations. Yet Christ here 
declares that these excuses will not 
Justify us In refusing to accept God's 
offer of salvation In Him, and If these 
excuses much more trivial In character 
what can be said In favor of our many 
excuses much now trivial in character 
than these? The parable teaches that 
no excuse will Justify failure to accept 
Christ and to consecrate our lives to

No amount of faith- 
fulness to human obligations will ex- 
cuse neglect of duty to God. If we re- 
fuse to accept Clod's Invitations 
through Christ, In the day of Judg-

Tak- 
ing offloe In a time of general Industrial 
depression, with the vexed questions of 
flnsnce and tariff still under discussion 
and pressing for settlement, his as- 
sumption or his new duties was cause 
for anxiety on the part of those 
had opposed the doctrines of the Re- 
D party, and for the most sincere 



r like 
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fulness from his '-jolltical assor 
and from those who. casting aside party 
ties, bad supported the candle 1 
standing for sound money and a protec- 
tive tariff. Men often become great by 
embracing an opportunity presented 
for accomplishing beneficent results for 
a people. Opportunity and responsi- 
bility will draw out the best that is in 
a mati If his character and preparation 
are of the right kind. Our great men 
have come from the people, and have 
been equal to great emergencies. Amer- 
ican history Is full of such examples. 
The highest places in the republic have 
been sought and won by those whose 
beginnings were the lowliest, and 
times of national emergency the peo- 
ple have, with unerring Judgment, made 
wise selections for their public ser 
vasts. 

Following the Civil War came the 
days of nsconstnictlon. Troublesome 
questions which ure yet with us were 
then the cause of bitterness and dis- 
content, but for several administrations 
the problems confronting the govern- 
ment of the United States were largely 
those of domestic affairs Hnd did not 
call for wide acquaintance with inter- 
national conditions, nor did they en- 
large the field of statesmanship, as in 
the time of President Cleveland and his 
successor. International questions, 
like the adjustment of Samoan affairs, 
tow and then Insistence upon re- 
for an American citizen maltreat- 
ed or Injured In his property rights, 
called for little more than the ordin- 
ary routine of international intercourse. 

During the latter part of Mr. Cleve- 
land's second administration, however, 
the threatening conditions In the Island 
of Cuba gave Intimation that the coun-

CONFRONTED By A CRISIS. 
This condition ol great unrest and 
danger confronted William McKinley 
when he. assumed the Presidency on 
Hares 4, 1807. From the day he enter- 



ed the White House he 
would take, all the 
government to prevent war with Spain, 
and while he employed every resort of 
diplomacy and was frequently eneour- 
Hgeit to hope that a peaceful solution 
of the problem would be found, the in- 
creasing difficulties experienced by 
Spain in Cuba brought the crisis con- 
stantly nearer. Public clamor speaks 
out unthinkingly at such times. It Is 
not that the people are at heart un- 
reasonable, for they are not. But they 
are touched to the quick by needless 
suffering, by cruel oppression, by pil- 
lage, outrsge and murder, and with the 
contrast between their own happy con- 
dltlons and the unfortunate plight of 
their near neighbors constantly before 
them, It was not strange that the cry 
grew louder that a stop must 

the warfare In Cuba and that the 
simple Justice which the people of that 
Island sought from their mother coun- 
try must be speedily accorded to them 

that to them must be given some 
form of freedom for which in the past 
they had so frequently fought and 
died. 

A weak man in such a crisis would 
hav, been bewildered. Domestic mat- 
ters of grave 
every hand,

required Immediate attention, not 
only In Justice to those whose suffrages 
hail placed the ndmlnlstrntlon in pow- 
but for Its own good name, that at 
the end of Its term of office It might 
give a worthy account of Its steward- 
ship.

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• Management of a 

I National Campaign

The most remarkable feature of the 
management of a political campaign It 
that the organizers perfect In about 
fonr months a system that accom- 
plishes us much ami works as smooth- 
ly as the business machinery of a great 
mercantile firm that baa taiteu, per- 
haps, a lifetime to systematise. The 
parallel is not quite a fair one lu one 
particular; a political organization is 
J' ulways more or less In trim for a cam- 

paign, while a business concern has tc 
be built from the ground up, but even 
given the foundation provided by train, 
ed leaders In various sections of the 
) country, there is an amount of work to 

be done before the campaign can be 
properly conducted that is astonishing 
to those who have had nothing to do 
with the Inner workings of a great po- 
litical organization's machinery. 

In some campaigns It is deemed ne- 
cessary to have only one central head- 
■ quarters. This year, in consequence 

of the nature of the issues involved, we 
have two, one in Chicago and one in 
New York. Tho country Is divided 
M Into two sections, tha territory east of 

*L tho alleghenles being one and the coun- 
jM try west of those mountains clear 
I through to the Pacific coast comprising 

the other. 
The first business of tho campaign 
1 1 managers Is to select suitable 

?[ for the campaign committees. Having 

chosen quarters and settled down in 
\\ them, the active business: of the cam- 

ia ■ paign will b|gln at once. Various bu- 
l reaua are ofganlzi d under competent 

19 directors, who are carefully chosen 

from among those who have shown 
ftt;_ marked aptitude for the work during 
M former campaigns. To direct one of 
these bureaus Is no sinecure and few 
S men are fitted for it The most Im- 

portant bureaus are the speakers' bu- 
reau and the literature bureau. There 
are other bureaus which I will refer 
to later. Tbey are of minor import- 
ance eompurcd with the two named. 
The speakers' bureau, as Its name im- 
plies, has the engaging of the orators 
^ who make tho speeches during the cam- 

umph of organization in this particular 
department. Speakers are not sent out 
fl broadcast over the land, merely to 
spout politics, hit or miss. Every shot 
tells In a well managed campaign. In 
some quarters the silver question Is 
rampant: In others the labor element 
haa to be addressed by speakers who 
are able to cope with the many issues 
I] that are the pet one* of the rank and 

file of working men; In others the 
speaker Is likely to have to address an 
audience made up for the most part of 
Germans, or, perhapB, Italians or Scan- 
dinavians; in another part of the coun- 
8jb try the voters are mostly made up of 
farmers and their aslsstants. All 
these points have to be considered in 
dispatching the speakers to their va- 
rious meeting places. 

How is It done? By common sense 
methods of organization. The local 
leaders are in cloae touch with the bu- 
reau director. The local men know

^VJ their townspeople. They know how 
gjjff many people the speaker will be called 
'IK' upon to address; they pretty well know 
what kind of a reception he will get. 
They communicate with the bureau di- 
rector and tell htm that a linguist is ne- 
cessary, for he might have to drop from 
English into German, or Scandinavian, 
in order to bring home his arguments 
forcibly to the perception of the audi- 
ence. The bureau director, who has

as I have heard there is in some oi 
religious denominations. Political 
speakers do not address an audience ol 
one, in the person of the director o! 
the speakers' bureau. In order to dem- 
onstrate their fitness for tiie work of a*> 
jUrtlBj la the campaign. None is ac- 
cepted who has not had some expe- 
rience in campaign work, and who has 
not won his spurs la the local field. 
Every district has its bunch or orators, 
who, for the pure love of (he party, 
go around night after night during the 
campaign times addressing audiences 
in halls, from the tails of carts and 
from the humble rostrum of a kltcher 
chair placed In the street at a promi- 
nent corner. These arc the men from 
whom the campaign orators are choseu 
when the work of organization has pro- 
ceeded far enough to necessitate the 
gathering together of the oratorical 
material. 

When the bureau director has re- 
ceived a list of possible speakers from 
the local leaders he finds, usually, not 
that the supply exceeds the demand, 
but. that the demand is largely In ex- 
cess of the supply. There is work for 
every one wlio shows any ability during 
campaign times, and when all the hails 
available ar* supplied with speaners 
there arc still the overflow meetings, 
the street corner gatherings nnd tho 
auxiliary gatherings - to supply with 

itar speaker, some more, in addition to 
the men of lesser light who fill out the 
programme; other meetings are suffi- 
ciently supplied when a speaker of av- 
erage ability Is sent along. All have 
to be directed from the speakers' bu- 
reau. The work involved and the care 
necessary to success can be Imagined. 

O' rationally a mistake Is made. A 
speaker Is sent to a particular district 
who Is not suitable to the audience by 
reason of his lack of linguistic ability 
or other failing. Instantly the word is 
sent along to the bureau, and the un- 
suitable speaker Is dispatched to the 
quarter where he will be more at '.lorn", 
while another takes his place and con- 
tinues his itinerary. In most cases it 
requires all the time of a speaker 
during the hottest part of a campaign.

Men of means, of course, do not accept 
money for speaking. No speaker is 
hired for the mere formal work Oi 
speaking. He is tirst an active member 
of tho party. The monetary consider 
ation is a secondary matter. If ai j 
one who i; out of work" thinks be- 
cause he 'ias tne gift of the gab that ■! 
can gat a )ob as a campaign orator, he 
will speedily lind out that he has mis- 
taken the avenue for t!ie exercise oi 
Ills forensic talents. A speaker mm;: 
necessarily lie enthusiastic on the sub- 
ject he Is talking about. A mere bin - 
ling would do more harm than good la 
a political campaign. 

The second most. Important depart- 
ment of the political machine is the lit- 
erary bureau. Millions of document:; 
are sent out from this bureau during 
the campaign. Careful selection Ll 
made bar the committee of the speeches 
and writings that are most likely U 
hit the mark with the wavering voter 
and change a man's mistaken views, 
with regard to the Issue of the, cam- 
paign. Statistics are carefully prepared 
and printed showing convincingly how 
the country has prospered during the 
one regime and been depressed In tha 
time of the other. An immense amoun 
of work and great care is necessary ii 
making these selections, and a corps 
of workers is kept busy thereafter In 
sending literature broadcast over the 
country. The head of this bureau must 
know t'je people like a clock so as ' 
choose the literature lor one part 
the countigr that will meet the Issues 
likely to arise, there, and for another 
part of the country the speeches or 
tistlcs that will tend to influence the 
citizens there. In 1S9G nearly f.nn.ODO 
was expended in campaign literature. 
The leaders in the districts are depend- 
ed upon to see that the literature is 
properly distributed. These men know 
their work thoroughly. If they are of 
the opinion that u particular campaig'i 
document will be of more use in their 
district than others they write for it. 
Sometimes there is an overwhelming 
demand for one particular campaign 
document. The bureau also supplies, 
the country papers with material for 
their pn«es and in this way thousands 
of readers in the rural districts are 
reached by campaign literature. 

Other hard worked bureaus are the 
correspondence and the German.

THE PARAMOUNT ISSUE. 



]Bdltorial in New York Sun.[ 
In describing the political situation 
of the country In his letter of accept- 
ance, the Hon. William McKlnley made 
no great effort to determine absolutely 
the paramount issuet. He noted that 
the Kansas City platform called impe- 
rialism "paramount." and free silver 
'"immediate;" but his main purpose 
was to submit the graver facts of the 
day to the general Judgment. Neverthe- 
less there Is a test for deciding what 
Issue Is paramount, silver or imperial- 
Ism, which being applied, leaves no 
room for honest intelligence to differ 
as the result It is this: 

Free silver, the star of the Chicago 
platform, as it Is of the Kansas City 
platform, is fraud. It is national dis- 
honor, independent of Its commercial 
hurtfulness. In 1896, before the Chi- ' 
cago platform had set a seal on many 
Democratic lips. Democrats vied with 
Republicans in denouncing it as a 
moral crime and political disgrace. If 
adopted, or even merely voted for, the 
country's credit would never afterward 
be spotless and above suspicion. 

It follows that there Is no namable 
or thinkable condition which can jus- 
tify approval of the Kansaa City plat- 
form and Bryan.
